is so ifnportant ? ? The conduct of the Governor 
in thus suppressing important information trans- 
mitted throngh him for the colonists by Her Ma- 





jesty’s Colonial, Minister is certainly a high-hand- | 


‘gd and atthe same time a despicable piece of 


chicanjery ; and yet this act is in strict keeping 


- with his policy from the beginning. 


So ik would seem Mr. McClure’s letter, which 
was published in the Victoria papers, possessed 
more truth than. elegance. It was probably 
written after dinner, when, under the inspiration, 
he at.once! gave expression to his detestation of 
tee-totalism, and “‘blalbed” what a more experi- 
enced Miplomatist would have kept to himself 
But, le that as it may, the sceptical amongst us 
must: now be convinced that when Mr. Cam. 
eron Wrote that he had succeeded in his mission 
he said no more than the circumstances warrant- 
ed, and no’ less than, as our delegate,-be had a 
right to say, His assurance in gen¢ral terms

Weilare tot yet made aware of the 4 provisions
